Fiftieth anniversary m atters occu­ 
pied the attention of the town council 
at an adjourned meeting held Friday 
evening with the following members 
present, 
Messrs. 
Trostle, 
Shealer, 
Armor, Codori, and Keith. 
In view of the proposed placing of 
a latrine at the side of 
the 
Court 
House on Middle street it was decid­ 
ed on motion that the highway com­ 
mittee be instructed to remove the 
hitching posts on the north side of 
Middle street at the McPherson Block 
before the celebration and to replace 
them afterward, and to do the same 
with any other 
hitching 
posts 
in 
town that, in the opinion of the high­ 
way committee may impede traffic, 
all the work of removal and replac­ 
ing to be done at the expense of coun­ 
cil. 
The removal of the posts on Middle 
street will 
lie 
necessary 
because 
there would not lie sufficient room 
for travel if teams were to be allowed 
to tie there. It is believed 
that 
the 
State Constabulary which will be on 
duty for some days before the cele­ 
bration will not allow any hitching on 
the principal streets after the crowds 
start to arrive. 
The section of an ordinance passed 
some years ago w'hich permits m er­ 
chants to place stands, for the display 
of their goods, for two feet on the ex­ 
terior of the pavement in front of 
their places of business, or for three 
feet on the interior portion 
of 
the 
pavement, was repealed with the un­ 
derstanding that it would again be 
passed after the anniversary. At sev 
eral places in town where the pave­ 
ments are crowded by such display* 
it will be necessary for merchants to 
adopt other tactics but 
the 
repeal 
was made principally to prevent the 
taking out of what is known 
as 
"transient commercial license” at $‘25 
a month, which is allowed by Act of 
Assembly. It 
was 
thought 
fakirs 
might adopt this means 
to 
get 
stand placed on the pavements. 
Harry L. Snyder appeared before 
council , with a proposition, submitted 
by the residents of Springs avenue 
who offered to pay all the cost of put 
ting that street 
in 
condition 
from 
West street to the foot of Seminary 
Ridge, and of putting on the oil, if 
council would bear the cost of the 
material. A second proposition was 
made that the Springs avenue resi­ 
dents would buy the oil, and pay all 
expense* of laying it from the rail­ 
road to the foot of the Ridge provid­ 
ed

$75. 
Both propositions were held over un­ 
til the arrival of the tarvia men who

MAY SOW ATTEND 


Civil War Veteran with Fine Record 
Corrects Error. 


Among visitors to Harrisburg this 
week was one of the famous veterans 
of the Civil War who went to that 
city to have the legislature make a 
correction in 
his 
military 
record 
which will not only enable him to a t­ 
tend the great celebration at Gettys­ 
burg as the guest of the State, hut 
to have his name placed in the right 
shape for all time. Captain 
Le hay 
was a captain 
in 
Burdan’s 
sharp­ 
shooters, the men who could kill a 
squirrel by hitting the limb ami who 
went through the war with their re­ 
cords cut on the 
barrels 
of 
their 
rifles. It happened that on the offi­ 
cial rolls his name was carried 
a* 
Captain Seeley and when 
he applied 
for transportation to Gettysburg the 
error was found. 
The 
Legislature 
Wednesday passed a resolution which 
made the correction and the veteran 
was present to see each branch give 
unanimous consent to the steps 
to 
correct the mistake. 
The captain had a wonderful war 
record and afterwards 
while 
post­ 
m aster of an up-state town he de­ 
fended his office against robbers who 
wounded him. He was appointed sher­ 
iff of Clearfield county by Governor 
Beaver and while in 
office 
hanged 
some of the worst men in that section. 
He now lives in Clearfield and the 
Legislature has made not only him 
but many of his friends happy by its 
action which the Governor will ap­ 
prove beyond all doubt. 


wounded. How many suffered on the 
Confederate side I have been entirely 
unable to ascertain, but it is interest­ 
ing to note that they left 80 surgeons 
with their wounded. These gentlemen 
served until sufficient aid came from 
the cities of the North, and then were 
sent home across the lines to their 
own army. The policy of considering 
the surgeon as a non-combatant and 
treating him so when made prisoner 
was not always followed throughout 
the Civil War. I have not been able 
to trace its 
whole 
history, 
but 
it 
could be interesting to know. 
"A fter observing the want of mem­ 
orials to those surgeons who fell on 
the field I made an appeal both to the 
Surgeon General of the army and to 
Lieutenant Colonel 
Nicholson, 
head 
of the Gettysburg Park Commission, 
in regard to this failure to commem­ 
orate our services. This has resulted 
fortunately in having marked by a 
stake all the corps hospitals on our 
side and also the position of the Con­ 
federate hospitals. I learn now that 
this will be followed up by placing 
bronze shields wherever such a hos­ 
pital was found to have existed, and 
an effort will lie made to place on 
these shields the name* of the sur­ 
geons in charge of the said hospital. 
Thus, for the first time, there will be 
a national memorial to the surgeons 
of the Civil War.”

FIND CHARRED HAY 


David Hoke, a veteran farmer, re­ 
cently made a singular discovery in 
the barn on 
his 
farm 
in 
Berwick 
township. 
In using hay the 
tenant 
fanner 
came across a quantity 
of 
charred 
hay in the center of the mow After 
informing Mr. Hoke, a further inves­ 
tigation revealed the fact that be­ 
tween three and four tons of hay had 
been destroyed by a fire which start 
ed through spontaneous combustion, 
smouldered for some length of time, 
and was finally smothered out. Had 
the smouldering mass been struck by 
current of air, the fire would have 
been fanned into a blaze, and the 
barn destroyed. 
Mr. Hoke states that it is the first 
time he has ever witnessed anything 
of this kind in his long years of farm 
ing 
The 
spontaneous 
combustion 
was caused by a large quantity of the 
hay being put into the barn without 
being entirely dry. This should be 
a warning to a)) farm ers to see that 
th ei' grass srop is thoroughly cured 
before being packed in the barn.

trychnine, found on a dresser in the 
bedroom of his mother, who is ser­ 
iously sick, Clare Senft Hamm, aged 
one year, IO months and 19 days, son 
of Howard Hamm, agent of the West­ 
ern Maryland Railroad 
at 
Porters, 
died one hour later Thursday after­ 
noon in great agony, suffering from 
convulsions. 
The boy was playing in his moth­ 
e r’s room when he obtained posses­ 
sion of the box of tablets. Before it 
was discovered that he had them he 
had swallowed nearly half. Dr. Kel­ 
ler, of Hanover, hurried there in an 
automobile and made heroic efforts 
to save the child’* 
life.

Forest fires in the 
spring have always been numerous, 
and the Commission does not believe 
that men opposed to the law would 
wreak vengeance by firing the woods, 
and it is unfair to blame them.

dot to Mexico, lias no official standing 
in Mexico iii the eyas of the present 
administration. 
Tills is not a matter of record, I ut 
was unoffic ially stated by Provisional 
President Huerta, lie said: 
“ As a personal friend I am always 
glad to treat with Mr. Wilson, but di­ 
plomatically he has no standing.” 
This has not been made clear In 
official 
declarations, but tile public 
and the press generally have not 1 ai iou 
to place this interpretation on the sit­ 
uation. 
Ambassador Wilson reported the In­ 
cident to Hie state 
department 
at 
Washington, although he may possi­ 
bly have confined himself to the offi­ 
cial declarations by Provisional Presi­ 
dent Huerta, which heaves him a quasi 
standing as u diplomat. 
The newspaper El Pals is an e 11- 
torial bitterly censures the attitude of 
the United States, declaring thai It 
should in view of the policy of non­ 
recognition of Mexico withdraw from 
Mexico not only Ambassador Wilson, 
hut its consular officers.
